THE DELHI DEVELOPMENT (AMENDMENT) 
ORDINANCE, 1992 

No. 16 of 1992 

Promulgated by the President in the Forty-third year 
of the Repu' lie of India 

An Ordinance further to amend the Delhi Development 

Act, 1957. 

Whereas Parliament is not in sc.stion and the President is satisfied that the 
circumstances exist which rcndci it necessary for him to lake immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) oi 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the fol¬ 
lowing Ordinance: — 

1. (!) This Ordinance may be called the Delhi Development (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1992. 

(2) ll shall come into force at once. 

2- In section 29 of the Delhi Development Act, 1957,— 

(a) in sub-section (It, for clause (h). the following clause shall be 
sbbstitiuied, namely:— 
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“(b) with simple imprisonment which may extend to six months 
or with fine -which shall not be less than fifty thousand rupees, but 
which may extend to an amount equivalent to the market value of 
the area developed, or with both in any case, other than those refer¬ 
red lo in clause (a)”; 

(b) in sub-section (2), the following proviso shall be added at the 
end, namely:— • 

"Provided that where any person uses any land or building, 
intended to be used for residential purposes, for commercial pur¬ 
poses, he shall be punishable with fine which shall not be less than 
fifty thousand rupees, but which may extend to an amount equiva 
lent to the market value ol the area used in such contravention, on 
the date of conviction, and in the case of a continuing offence, with 
further fine equivalent to ten per cent ol such market value for 
cvery day during which such offence continues after conviction for 
the first commission of the offence. 

Explanation :—For the purposes of tihis section market value of 
the land shall be the value of the land calculated in accordance 
with the commercial land rates notified by the Central Government, 
from time to time.”.
